
3 Charged in Romulus double homicide

Two men and a woman have been charged in the 
deaths of Amanda Zarbaugh, a 20-year-old Romulus res¬ 
ident and DeShone Moore, a 23-year-old Inkster man. 

The two were found shot to death at Zarbaugh’s resi¬ 
dence on Northline Road in Romulus in the early morn¬ 
ing hours of July 18, after police responded to a shots 
ftred report, said police officials. 

Lt John Leacher Romulus Police said the investiga¬ 
tion has revealed that Zaubaugh was 4-months pregnant 
at the time of her death. 

The three suspects were arraigned at the 34th District 
Court last Thursday before Judge Brian Oakley. 

All three were remanded to the Wayne County Jail 
awaiting preliminary court examinations on the charges 
scheduled for Aug 4 


Juanita Elam, a 30-year-old resident of Carleton, was 
charged with two counts of felony murder, two counts of 
first degree pre-meditated murder, two counts of assault 
with intent to commit murder, two counts of armed rob¬ 
bery, one count of home invasion and one count of homi¬ 
cide willful killing of an unborn child. 

John Henry Ray, a 38-year-old Detroit man, was 
charged with two counts of felony murder, two counts of 
first degree pre-meditated murder, two counts of assault 
with intent to commit murder, two counts of armed rob¬ 
bery, one count of home invasion, one count of homicide 
willful killing of an unborn child, one count of felony 
firearm possession, one count of felon in possession of a 
firearm and a charge of habitual fourth. 

Jarius Perkins, a 21-year-old Inkster resident, was 
charged with two counts of felony murder, two counts of 
first degree pre-meditated murder, two counts of assault 
with intent to commit murder, two counts of armed rob¬ 


bery, one count of home invasion, one count of homicide 
willful killing of an unborn child and one count of felony 
firearm possession. 

Leacher said the police are not releasing more infor¬ 
mation on the crime at this time, but he did say that the 
murders took place inside the Zarbaugh’s home and that 
it is believed to be a drug-related robbery. 

Police had a fourth man in custody last week in con¬ 
nection with the double murder, but according to 
Leacher, they were forced to release him due to a lack of 
evidence. 

“He was in the car,’’ said Leacher “But no one saw 
him and we can’t prove anything else with him.” 

Within 36 hours of the discovery of the double muixler 
police had followed up a number of leads and brought in 
three suspects, said Leacher 

The fourth suspect was arrested at 1:30 am. July 20 
with assistance from the Detroit Police Department

Schools receive grant 
to improve achievement

Romulus Community Schools 
received a $479,365 state grant to 
help fund improved performance 
at four elementary schools. 

Barth Elementary, Cory 
Elementary and Romulus 
Elementary all received $122,955 
in grant money. Wick Elementary 
received $110,500. 

The Comprehensive School 
Reform (CSR) program is a com¬ 
petitive grant program that pro¬ 
vides financial support for high 
poverty schools that need to 
improve student achievement 

According to the Michigan 
Department of Education the 
CSR program suppoiTs compre¬ 
hensive refonn programs that are 
based on reliable research and 
effective practices. 

The grants are intended to 
stimulate school-wide changes in 
all phases of school operation. 
The program proposes to 
improve student achievement by 
enabling schoolchildren to meet 
challenging state content and per¬ 
formance standards. 

Romulus schools received one 
of the largest grants of the more 


than 115 schools that were eligi¬ 
ble for the program, according to 
the Michigan Department of 
Education. 

To be eligible for the program, 
schools had to show that they 
would implement a high-quality, 
well-defined research-based com¬ 
prehensive school reform plan 
that integrated 11 specific compo¬ 
nents required by the state. 

The funds allow each of the 
four schools to keep a master 
teacher on staff full-time, accord¬ 
ing to Tom Dolan, curriculum 
director for the Romulus schools. 

“Each master teacher works 
with the Other teachers in their 
school to teach them how to inte¬ 
grate technology into the current 
curriculum,” said Dolan. “We 
have found that this program has 
been very successful in our 
schools and it has helped our stu¬ 
dents in their own personal 
achievement” 

This is the third and final year 
of the program for three of the 
schools, while Wick Elementai-y 
is eligible for one more year, said 
Dolaa 

Dolan said the Michigan

City asks residents to help improve proposed master plan amendments during public hearings

Romulus residents were asked 
for their comments about the 
updated draft of the master plan 
during a public hearing last night 
The meeting provided resi¬ 
dents the opportunity to discuss 
ideas, concerns and expectations 
about community-wide issues 
before the plan is finalized by city 
council. 

“We have a draft in front of us 
now that we think is pretty good,” 


said City Planner Cynthia Lyon. 
“But at the request of city council, 
we wanted to exhaust all avenues 
and give everyone in the commu¬ 
nity a chance to take part in the 
update.” 

Lyon said city officials have 
done their best to improve the 
current master plan by proposing 
a number of key changes. 

They first mapped out a list of 
overall master plan goals, includ¬ 
ing creating a mix of uses in the 
city that support the economic 
vitality, tax base and livability of 


Romulus, to provide a solid resi¬ 
dential base and to offer diveme 
commercial and office services. 

The goals also call for the city 
to maintain strong indusbial busi¬ 
ness development opportunities, 
to ensure all new uses that reflect 
consistent quality and character 
and to incorporate open space 
into the land use pattern. 

Lyon said the city also wants to 
create an identity for all neighbor¬ 
hoods within Romulus and to re¬ 
create a safe and coordinated 
transportation system in the city. 


Officials then specifically laid 
out goals for separate sections of 
the master plaa 

In the land use section, Lyon 
said the city is looking to retain 
the elements of the mixed use, 
urban land use pattern, provide 
diverse residential options and to 
create nodes of commercial use to 
serve neighborhoods. 

“We have really broken down 
the land use plan,” said lyon. “In 
detail, we have designated specif¬ 
ic sections of the city to specific 
land uses. It is much easier to look 


at and understand exactly what is 
meant to be in each part of the city 
now.” 

Lyon said the city also wants to 
concentrate regional commercial 
uses, create new opportunities for 
business development and elimi¬ 
nate the sporadic pattern of indus¬ 
trial land uses. 

In the southwest area of the 
city, Lyon said the city wants to 
preserve the unique, rural charac¬ 
ter by protecting natural features.

Romulus High School students 
were able to save money for their 
future thanks to the Student of 
the Month program at the school.

Students are nominated for 
the distinction by their teachers 
who chose students based on 
outstanding citizenship and aca¬ 
demic work. 

Assistant principal Don Fbley 
said that he believes this pro¬

Summer school students improve skills

The meaning of summer 
changed for 174 high school 
and middle school students in 
Romulus and Belleville this 
year 

These students took part in 
a joint summer school program 
offered at Romulus High 
School from June 22 through 
July 29. 

But, according to summer 
school principal Jaime Nelson, 
summer school is not what it 
used to be. 

“The majority of the stu¬ 
dents we have attending sum¬ 
mer school have nothing to do 
with failing a course,” said 
Nelsoa “Some of the students 
are enrolled to receive a credit 
to put them ahead the follow¬ 
ing school year Some students 
are here because they needed 
to receive some more attention 
in a given subject” 

Students attending the pro¬ 
gram are able to take no more 
than two classes during the 
summer, receiving half a credit 
for each course. Nelson said 
the block scheduling allows 
more fi-eedom in the classroom 
for students and for teachers. 

“Students are with their 
teachers for a longer period of 


time, so there is more attention 
given to a subject than during 
the regular school year,” she 
said. 

Another positive aspect of 
attending summer school is the 
class size, said Nelsoa 

During the school year, stu¬ 
dents sometimes find them¬ 
selves in large class sizes, but 
during the summer the sizes 
are smaller and allow for more 
individual attention to be given 
to students in need of the extra 
help. 

“Summer school tends to be 
a little bit more laid back,” said 
Nelsoa “Students who, during 
the school year, feel as though 
they are the only ones who 
don’t understand something, 
don’t feel like that during the 
summer program.” 

Nelson said she believes 
this is because students within 
the program seem to feel as 
though they can obtain success 
in their summer school class 
because of the amount of time 
spent with the teacher. Those 
same students during the 
school year find it hard to 
receive the same amount of 
extra help from teachers, she 
said. 

Nelson, who is a language 
arts teacher at Romulus High 
School during the school year. 


said she is proud of the success 
her students have achieved 
this summer 

“We have had students 
make the best of their educa¬ 
tion this summer and earn 
credits toward graduation,” she 
said “Summer school is a good 
thing for many students.” 

Students like Jay Hammer, a 
junior high student at Romulus 
Middle School. Hammer is 
attending summer school to 
improve his math skills. 

Jay Schmitt, Hammer’s 
math teacher said, “Jay has 
received 100 percent scores on 
nearly all his exams so far” 

This is an improvement for 
Hammer, who said he had diffi¬ 
culty when his family moved to 
Romulus this year 

Hammer said the math he 
learned in Ohio was “com¬ 
pletely different” from the 
math taught in the Romulus 
schools and this caused him a 
lot of trouble during the school 
year. But after attending sum¬ 
mer school. Hammer is confi¬ 
dent that he has grasped the 
material and will have no prob¬ 
lems during the upcoming 
school year 

“My grades are right up 
there now and I can under¬ 
stand the Michigan system 
much better,” said Hammer

incorporating open space and 
reducing the allowable residen¬ 
tial density. 

City officials want to define the 
downtown portion of Romulus 
with street trees, buildings and 
sidewalks, improve parking, and 
create a place for people to gath¬ 
er The plan also calls for the city 
to promote dining, entertainment 
and retail uses in the downtown 
area 

In the Five Points section of 
the city, the plan calls for the cre¬ 
ation of a dramatic entry at the 
Five Points intersection and 
include street trees, buildings and 
sidewalks to promote retail, ser¬ 
vice and office uses, as well as cre¬ 
ate a place for people to gather 

In the southern gateway, the 
plan calls for another dramatic 
entry point into Romulus at the 
Eureka Road and 1-275 inter¬ 
change. The city also wants to 
define this area with street trees, 
buildings and sidewalks and to 
promote research, office and sup¬ 
portive uses. 

Officials have also devised a 
neighborhood plan that earmarks 
key neighborhood concepts that 
will be citywide. 

“We really wanted to look at 
how the industrial and residential 
portions of the city woric together,” 
said Lyoa “We feel we have done 
that within this updated master 
plaa” 

One of the new implementa¬ 
tions will be a transportation plan. 

Under the transportation plan, 
the city wants to balance all 
modes of transportation whether 
it is the street air, pathway, transit 
or rail. The plan also calls for the 
control of driveway spacing and 
locations and to consider road 
improvements or realignments, 
intersection changes and new 
technology to improve traffic flow 
in the city. 

An interconnected pathway 
and sidewalk system may also be 
developed throughout the city. 


The updated master plan 
includes an upgrade of the aging 
infrastructure, continued moni¬ 
toring of emergency response 
needs and the upgrade of park 
and recreation facilities. 

In order to implement all of the 
new ideas, officials have devised a 
list of the top 10 priorities that 
need to be implemented to pro¬ 
vide the resources and room for 
the improvements. 

FirsL the city must update the 
zoning ordinances in accordance 
with the new plan, then pursue

appropriate zoning changes and 
adopt design guidelines and 
requirements for the sub-areas, 
which include the downtown and 
Five Points areas. 

Finally the city proposes to 
seek opportunities for recreation 
and open space, to promote neigh¬ 
borhoods associations, to coordi¬ 
nate with the Wayne County Road 
Commission and to support the 
infrastructure upgrades compati¬ 
ble with the future land use map.

Not just an ordinary stroll 



It wasn’t an ordinary stroll. 

The sun was high in the after¬ 
noon sky. The heat hovering over 
Ford Road in Canton Township 
seemed palpable. I could have 
easily turned around and headed 
back to the air-conditioned office, 
but I didn’t 

I was detennined. 

I pressed on. 

This was a study after all, a 
journalistic experiment, and I 
wasn’t ready to give up yet 

There has been a lot of talk 
about Ford Road in Canton dur¬ 
ing the years. It’s too congested. 
There are too many accidents. It 
needs to have more of a ‘down¬ 
town’ feel to it It is, after all, the 
Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) distinct from the 
eastern border of the township to 
Canton Center Road. 

A current study by the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT), respon¬ 
sible for the road, is trying to 
address such issues. The study 
will be completed in September 
and sent to the board of trustees 
for review. While all the problems 
above are important, I was con¬ 
cerned with a matter both the 
MDOT study and the DDA master 
plan bring up: making Ford Road 


more pedestrian-friendly. 

I wanted to see for myself just 
what it was like to walk ‘down¬ 
town’ Canton. So, with a nod to 
Mister Rogers, I unlaced my dress 
shoes, strapped on some sneak¬ 
ers and hit the pavement 

I encountered my first prob¬ 
lem immediately: finding a com¬ 
fortable place to park. People 
comb to downtown districts want¬ 
ing to explore on foot that’s why 
most have public structures. 
Sprawling business districts like 
Ford Road don’t have such facili¬ 
ties because of the existing vast 
oceans of pavement 

This forced me to sheepishly 
pull into the parking lot of a busi¬ 
ness I knew I wasn’t going to 
patronize. Getting out of my car, I 
felt a bit suspicious, like someone 
from the store was going to come 
running out and yell, “Hey, he’s 
not buying anything. He can’t 
park there. Get him! Get him!” 

I scuttled away from my car as 
quickly as possible, self-conscious 
about the fact that I was walking 
the wrong way. People park their 
cars, head into the store, buy 
their goodies and come back to 
the cars. That’s the way it works. I 
was doing the opposite. 

But I saw my destination, the 


sidewalk, and 
focused on 
that. I was 
forced to walk from one lot to 
another, across a strip of grass 
and then go out of my way to get 
around the new brick wall. The 
whole time, all I could think was, 
“I shouldn’t be here.” It felt as if I 
was trespassing on someone’s 
property. 

I got over it as soon as I was on 
the sidewalk, the proper place for 
the pedestrian that I was. I then 
did what people do on sidewalks: 
I walked. 

The first thing I noticed was 
that as far down as I could see, I 
was the only person braving Ford 
Road on foot that day. Cars and 
trucks barreled down the road 
next to me at a steady pace. I can’t 
say I was choking on the fumes, 
but it wasn’t exactly like hiking a 
trail on Isle Royale, a National 
Park in Lake Superior, where 
they don’t allow cars, or meander¬ 
ing down a tree-lined city street 

At Lilley, I decided to cross to 
the other side. This was a bit 
unnerving. Drivers along this 
stretch of the road aren’t keeping 
an eye out for pedestrians. 'They

I’ve heard that some Plymouth 
residents must think hard when 
asked if they live in the city or the 
township. I suppose that’s under¬ 
standable: residents of both, after 
all, have the same plain and 
unsuspecting “Plymouth, MI” 
mailing addresses; it is likewise 
easy to tell friends, “I live in 
Plymouth,” and forget the formal 
discriminations. 

It’s possible some folks don’t 
know two separate municipali¬ 
ties exist Those people may be 
finding Plymouth life a bit more 
puzzling this summer, as town¬ 
ship election campaigns spill 
over the map lines. If you have 
driven into dovmtown Plymouth, 
you have seen it yard signs have 
sprouted overnight, demanding 
your vote for township supervi¬ 
sor, or trustee. That’s a tough 
order, if you’re a city resident 

The Plymouths are two, of 
course, and very different; they 
are competitors as well. As size 
and census numbers go, the 
township has the city beat; the 
township also enjoys better 
financial health. And township 
officials take their title seriously. 
If at a board meeting, a presenter 
slips-up with “city,” the board 


reminds the speaker at once. I 
believe they mandate resignation 
for board members who make 
the same gaffe. 

But as the Art in the Park curi¬ 
ous funneled down Main 
Street—city turf, if you were still 
in the dark—from the township 
and beyond, it was clear why can¬ 
didates are staking their hopes 
and yard signs to the city. 

Even with the emasculated 
fountain and deserted Penn 
Theatre, downtown has draw. 
Unique outdoor concerts, festi¬ 
vals and dining are all centered 
around Kellogg Park. It’s vibrant 
and historical, an atmosphere 
that makes suburbanites forget 
they live in suburbs. The attrac¬ 
tion is double for politicians: it 
means votes, or the possibility of 
votes, from those making deci¬ 
sions on the biggest banner or 
most recognizable name. 

Don Schnettler, a supervisor 
hopeful, is no stranger to using 
city traffic to his advantage. 
When he ran a petition drive last 
summer, he did it out of the for¬ 
mer Dairy’s parking lot, saying 
the central location was conve¬ 
nient for township residents. 
This year, there are giant

restaurant, and Schnettler yard 
signs in the grass near the street 

City Manager Paul Sincock 
said he has heard a few com¬ 
plaints about the signs. Still, he 
said the city can’t and won’t do 
much unless something violates 
a city ordinance. This has 
already happened: the SCHNET¬ 
TLER banners had to shrink or 
go: the law limits the size of ban¬ 
ner in windows. And yard signs 
can’t be in the city right-of-way. 
Anything else is fair game. 

“It’s America,” said Sincock, 
adding that there are signs for 
judges and sheriff candidates as 
well. ' 

Sincock’s correct: candidates 
have a right to reach potential 
voters. On the local level, hiking 
door to door and sticking your 
name in the ground are practi¬ 
cally the limits of campaigning. 

But it’s telling that those limits 
are being pushed into the city. 
Maybe that’s another sign—^that 
the township needs the city more 
than it’s willing to admit

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DRAFT HAZARDOUS WASTE MANAGEMENT FACILITY OPERATING LICENSE 
ENVIRONMENTAL DISPOSAL SYSTEMS. INC. 

ROMULUS, MICHIGAN 

Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS), has applied for a hazardous waste management facility operating license for Its 
aboveground storage and treatment facilities from the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality (MDEQ). The operating license 
is required under Part 111, Hazardous Waste Management, of Michigan's Natural Resources and Environmental Protection AcL 1994 
PA 451, as amended (Act 451), for EDS to operate its newly-constructed fadlity located at 28470 Citrin Drive, Romulus, Michigan. Before 
the MDEQ makes a final determination on whether EDS satisfies the licensing requirements, the MDEQ is seeking public input on a draft 
operating license for the fadlity. 

The EDS facility is permitted under other programs to inject hazardous waste waters from off-srte generators into deep injection 
wells. The aboveground portion of the facility where hazardous wastes are stored in tanks and containers and treated in tanks prior 
to disposal In the deep injection wells requires an operating license from the MDEQ. The site is approximately 15 acres in size and 
its location is shown on the map below: 



The MDEQ issued EDS a construction permit for the aboveground storage and treatment facilities in February 2001. An operating 
license for the aboveground portion of the facility is now required. The actual deep well Injection of hazardous waste is subject to 
regulation by the United States Environmental Protection Agency pursuant to the federal Underground Injection Control Program. 

In deciding whether to issue the operating license, the MDEQ considers: (1) the adequacy of the application; (2) requirements 
for the design, construction, and operation of the facility: (3) whether the applicant has obtained all other environmental permits, 
licenses, and approvals necessary for operation of the facility: (4) the applicant’s environmental compliance history: (5) whether the 
applicant has constructed the facility in accordance with the approved plans and specifications and complied with the conditions In 
the construction permit; and (6) special operating license conditions necessary to address concerns raised by the public (limits on 
truck traffic, maintaining an alternate access road, training for emergency responders, etc.). The MDEQ does not reconsider the 
suitability of the facility location when deciding on the operating license unless new information or standards indicate that a threat 
to human health or the environment exists, which was not known at the time the construction permit was issued. Also, the MDEQ 
cannot consider comments regarding operation of the deep injection wells that have already been permitted under other regulatory 
programs as part of the licensing process. 

The MDEQ has evaluated the operating license application submitted by EDS and considered each of the six Items identified above. The 
MDEQ's preliminary determination regarding the issuance of an operating license is presented In a detailed fact sheet. At this time the 
MDEQ is asking for comments from the public before it makes a final decision.

Resolution 2004-20, to establish a special assessment district (SAD) for the purpose 
of installing and maintaining streetlights in the Pine Forest Subdivision.” Also under 
“New Business” move Item #13 “Consider approval of Personal Services Agreement 
between Van Buren Township and Sarah Scherdt to fill the position of Senior 
Coordinator and authorize the Supervisor and Clerk to execute the agreement.” to 
Item #1 and renumber the remaining “New Business” agenda Items. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Hart moved Jahr seconded to open the public hearing to present 
and discuss reallocation of fiscal year 2003-2004 Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) program funds in the amount of $93,867 from Un-programmed Funds 
to categories of Demolition in the amount of $60,000 and Community Housing 
Rehabilitation in the amount of $33,867. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Planning and Zoning 
Administrator Pugsley for an explanation. Administrator Pugsley stated the purpose 
of the Public Hearing is to receive comments on the reallocation of $93,867 in 
Un-programmed CDBG funds. Administrator Pugsley gave an overview of the three 
national objectives for projects as follows: to benefit low/moderate income persons, 
prevent or eliminate slum and/or blight and to meet urgent community needs. The 
proposed reallocations are in the following two categories: Demolition of blight and 
dilapidated structures in the amount of $60,000 and Community Housing 
Rehabilitation in the amount of $33,867. The Community Housing Rehabilitation 
program is an interest free loan for eligible residents to make improvements to their 
homes. Upon completion of the repairs a lien is placed on the property and the loan is 
repaid when the home is either sold or refinanced. The monies are then returned to 
CDBG program to be redistributed to eligible residents. 

Supervisor King stated these are some of the last Federal monies returned to local 
communities.

Trustee Jahr thanked Administrator Pugsley for clarifying the Community Housing 
Rehabilitation program is an interest free loan program to be repaid and not a grant. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Herman moved. Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Jahr moved, Payne seconded to open the public hearing to establish a Street Lighting 
Special Assessment District to install street lights in the Walden Woods Subdivision 
Phase 3. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated this is a program DTE Energy Company provides that 
is used to install and maintain street lighting. This is the first of two actions by the 
Board of Trustees to establish a Special Assessment District (SAD) for installing and 
maintaining overhead street lighting in the Walden Woods Phase 3 Development. This 
is an option available to developments in the township where DTE Energy will install 
and maintain overhead street lighting and the homeowners are billed annually. This 
public hearing is to approve the Special Assessment District area and a second public 
hearing will be held upon approval of the SAD to approve spreading the special 
assessment to the tax roll. The Township uses the special assessment process to pro¬ 
vide a method to collect payment for street lighting via the property tax bill. Director 
Kelley further stated prior to this Board Meeting two residents of Walden Woods 
inquired about several items including the location of the street light poles and stated 
there is enough time between now and the next Board of Trustee Meeting of August 
17, 2004 to have these items addressed. 

Supervisor King stated this is to install twelve (12) 100 Watt High-Pressure Sodium 
Vapor Underground Ornamental Street Lights in Walden Woods Phase 3. The initial 
capital outlay is $14,943.50 with the annual cost of $3,358.25 for service spread 
among the eighty-six units at a cost of $39.05 per lot. 

Comments from a resident were as follows: Justification from DTE for the annual 
cost, how this would affect the Homeowners Association when they take over this 
development, and timeline for installation of the street lights. Supervisor King asked 
Director Kelley how long it takes DTE Energy to begin a street lighting project? 
Director Kelley stated DTE Energy would begin after the Township spreads the roll 
and usually takes DTE Energy between fourteen and twenty-one days to get the engi¬ 
neering done. Director Kelley further stated he would get the resident the information 
on the DTE Energy computations and this is the most cost effective street lighting 
program available for developments.

Based on what he’s seen, he believes 
the Treadstone project wants to erase 
his existence. 

Pamela Landy (Joan Allen), the dis¬ 
gruntled agent who headed the 
Germany debacle, is like a relentless 
barracuda that bites off more than she 
can chew when she decides to pursue 
Bourne. The two forces, both with mis¬ 
conceptions, race head-on at each 
other—a train wreck waiting to hap- 
pea But like all well-filmed and well- 
written action movies, the protagonist 
goes up against the antagonist in 
against-all-odds proportions only to 
come out, not only on top, but nearly 
unscathed as well. 

Brian Cox returns ^ Ward Abbott, 
the keeper of dark secrets, to add the 
twist along with Julie Styles as Nicky 
who returns for a small bit to help 
Landy locate Bourne. 

Again, like all well-made action 
flicks. Supremacy in a non-stop ride 
that leaves viewers checking to see if 
they have their seatbelts om Director 
Paul Greengrass uses innovative cam¬ 
era angles to add tension to the fight 
and action scenes but the hand-held 
cameras get annoying after a while, 
especially during the car chase 
between Bourne and Kirlill (Karl 
Urban), the assassin hired to kill 


When Jason Bourne vowed to retali¬ 
ate if anyone from his past attempted 
to contact him two years ago in The 
Bourne Identity, they should have lis¬ 
tened. 

Now that his dark past creeps back 
up on him in the second installment of 
best selling author Robert Ludlums’ 
series. The Bourne Supremacy, Bourne 
can do only one thing—make good on 
his threat And he does. 

Matt Damon returns to the screen as 
Bourne, a trained assassin from the 
now dismantled CIA Treadstone oper¬ 
ation that spawned cold-blooded assas¬ 
sins. He’s running from a past he can’t 
remember due to amnesia. 

At the end of the first film, he was on 
a Greek island with his very under¬ 
standing - as far as his past goes - girl- 
fiiend Marie (Ranke Potente). He and 
Marie are still trying to avoid that past 
and they are constantly on the move. 
When Supremecy opens, we find them 
on the coast of India, where he is still 
plagued with nightmares of his frag¬ 
mented past 

At the same time, a covert CIA oper¬ 
ation goes awry in Germany and 
Boirnie is set up as the fall guy. Shortly 
after that an assassin is sent to India to 
take Bourne out but the wrong target is 
killed and Bourne is sent into a 
whirling adventure that returns him to 
the world he thought he left behind.

Marvel launches new supernatural series

Before superheroes took the 
spotlight in the comic book medi¬ 
um, many books concentrated on 
the macabre, the supernatural: 
weird tales about hair-raising 
incidents that happened to real 
people. 

They were daric and murky, a 
little campy and definitely 
creepy. 

All of those attributes can be 
found in the relaunch by Marvel 
Comics of ManThzng. 

Well, except the camp. 

Hans Rodionoflf, the writer of 
the upcoming Man-Thing film, 
gives us a preview of his vision 
for the swamp monster in the 
series, set appropriately in 
Louisiana 

He brings us into the story 
slowly, but his even-paced story¬ 
telling keeps us turning the 
pages, transfixed by the strange 
world in which the main charac¬ 
ter, Nathan Mehr, has found him¬ 
self 

Mehr is no hotshot cop, no col¬ 


orfully-clad superman. He’s an 
insurance adjuster, called to a 
backwater town in Louisiana to 
investigate a claim by millionaire 
industrialist FVederic Schist, who 
is complaining that eco-terrorists 
keep ruining his lab. Why he 
wants to put a laboratory in the 
middle of a swamp is never really 
explained, but when you’re read¬ 
ing a story about a sentient piece 
of moss, well, you’ve got to sus¬ 
pend your disbelief a little. 

The readers do, but Mehr 
doesn’t 

He’s a no-nonsense kind of 
guy. He knows his business. He’s 
a bit weary of the job; when we 
first meet him it’s on the plane as 
he looks out at the clouds, com¬ 
paring them to an ethereal 
Rorschach test. The clouds 
vaguely take on the resemblance 
of the Man-Thing, and it may be 
interesting to see if he takes note 
of that fact later in the story. 

He may be tired of his job, but 
he’s dedicated to it He won’t be 
pushed around or stalled by a 
recalcitrant sheriff, threatened 
by would-be lab ‘security’ people. 


Schist may see the visit as a mere 
formality - he wants his money as 
soon as possible, but Mehr defi¬ 
nitely doesn’t 

As he looks around the town, 
checks out the lab site, the sense 
of menace and the supernatural 
slowly bleeds into the story; it’s 
seen in a suspicious glance, the 
way the damage to the lab and 
vehicles looks to be done not by 
men, but by the swamp itself The 
vines damaging a bulldozer take 
on the vague shape of a gnarled 
fist; knotholes look like eye sock¬ 
ets. 

Mehr’s response when he 
takes in the scene is a practical 
one; he starts poking around and 
comes up with a small, carved 
figure, some type of swamp being 
with green eyes that apparently 
glow in the moonlight - even 
though the same swirling clouds 
cover the mooa 

With that small token in hand, 
he then visits the sheriff, who 
wants to blame the sudden series 
of disappearances on a renegade 
alligator 

He then has one more trip, to

Bourne in India. Although the chase scene is 
incredible, the jumbled camera work had me look¬ 
ing for a barf bag and waiting for an oxygen mask to 
fall fixim the overhead compartment I feel lucky, 
thou^ as I was able to leave with my stomach con¬ 
tents intact Better than some. 

My Hollywood insider - OK, maybe I read it in 
Entertainment Weekly - said that in some of the 
first test screenings some watchers actually lost 
their lunch during the scene. Greengrass said he 
was happy with it I doubt many viewers were. 

The plot left too many question marie, another 
trademark of a well-made summer blockbuster. 
There was a loose, and I use the term loosely, con¬ 
nection between the Russian assassin Kirlill and 
Bourne, and Abbott and Kirlill’s boss—^too many 
things left dangling in the wind—and the ending 
was the typical unnecessary happy-slappy 
Hollywood nonsense. Very disappointing. 

Damon and Cox are stellar along with newcom¬ 
er Karl Urban, who has made his fame from the 
Lord of the Rings films and most recently the 
Chronicles of Riddick but Allen falls short in her 
role as the “bad guy.” She didn’t appear as cunning 
and ruthless as the character should have or could

Mehr’s response? Ever the 
practical man, he simply dials up 
his boss. 

“I’m going to be down in the 
by-water a little longer than 
expected,” he tells him. 

Indeed. 

Rodionoflf has succeeded in 
starting a creepy mystery with 
supernatural tones, the perfect 
atmosphere for the Swamp-thing 
to survive. I’m not that familiar 
with the character, only that it 


didn’t talk much and 
was determined to protect its 
swamp. Its ability was to strike 
fear in whoever saw it and ‘what¬ 
ever knows fear burns at the 
Man-tiling’s touch.’ 

If that’s the case, all who keep 
up with the series may be in jeop¬ 
ardy.

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School employees can now enroll students In district

Public school employees will 
have an easier time staying close 
to their families through legisla¬ 
tion signed into law last week by 
Gov. Jeimifer Granholm. 

The law, which started out as 
Senate Bill (SB) 599, was spon¬ 
sored by Sate Rep. Ray Basham 
(D-Taylor). It basically makes it 
easier for public school teachers 
and school professionals to have 
their children attend school in 
the same district in which they 


work 

It allows them to circumvent 
portions of the Schools of Choice 
program to allow their students to 
attend the district in which they 
teach or work, according to 
Basham. 

“It makes it a lot easier on the 
family,” Basham said. 

(Currently, under the Schools of 
Choice program, teachers and 
parents may choose to send their 
childi’en to a district outside their 
home district, providing that the 
accepting district participates in 
the program and operates in the

same or a contiguous district. 
Some districts may not accept 
non-resident students and others 
don’t participate 


in the program, however. 

“If it’s an open enrollment dis¬ 
trict, it’s not dn issue,” Basham 
said. “If it’s a closed enrollment, it 
can be a hardship on the employ¬ 
ees.” Some districts operate on 
different schedules as far as 
breaks, and that can make sched¬ 
uling difficult 

The change means the dis¬ 
tricts don’t have a choice when 
the student is the son or daughter 
of a school employee. 

Basham himself admits it’s not 
a huge issue - it only affects about 


1,(XX) people throughout the state 
- but he said it was brought up to 
him by a constituent and the plan 
seemed to make sense. 

“Our public school teachers 
and school personnel provide an 
important service to the commu¬ 
nity,” he said. “The least we can 
do is support these individuals 
and their families by ensuring 
their children are not denied the 
opportunity to be near them. 

“It’s a big deal if you’re the 
parent going through this,” he 
added.

Double duty 

Candidate seeks to join twin sister as jud^

Lawyers, defendants and 
plaintiffs may be doing ‘double 
takes’ when they head to circuit 
court next year. 

If voters choose Audrey 
Monaghan as a new circuit court 
judge during the primary elec¬ 
tion next month and the election 
in November, Wayne County may 
make history as having the first 
set of twin sisters sitting on the 
bench in the state, maybe even 
in the country. 

If Monaghan is elected to the 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
bench, she will serve alongside 
her twin sister. Judge Annette J. 
Berry, who was elected four 
years ago and serves in the crim¬ 
inal division of the courts. 

The road each has traveled in 
their careers has been nearly as 
identical as the sisters. When 
Berry first sought office in 1998 
she was unsuccessful. She was 
elected on her second try in 
2000. The sisters hope that the 
same fate will follow Monaghan 
who sought office two years ago 
but narrowly missed being elect¬ 
ed. She’s hoping the second 
time will be magic, just like her 
sister 

“It would be kind of funny, 
being twins, if I’m elected,” 


Monaghan said. “The way it 
would work out the same as it 
did for Annette. We’re ready to 
make history as the first twins to 
sit as judges.” 

Although being the first twins 
to sit on the Wayne County 
Circuit Court is unique, it’s not 
the main focus of the campaign. 
Like her sister, Monaghan has 
spent long hours on the cam¬ 
paign trail exposing her name to 
the public. 

“I feel good about the cam¬ 
paign,” she said. “I don’t think 
that we can work any harder 
than what we have. We have a 
lot of support really and I have a 
quiet confidence about the out¬ 
come.” 

Monaghan knows all about 
working hard. After receiving 
her pharmacy degree from 
Wayne State in 1983 she went on 
to the Detroit College of Law. 
She attended school during the 
day and worked at night in a 
pharmacy. Her sister worked 
during the day and went to 
school at night Monaghan was 
also the note and comment edi¬ 
tor for the Law Review and 
worked for the court of appeals 
while attending law school. 

After she graduated with her 
law degree she has worked as a 
plaintiff’s attorney, a defense 
attorney, a prosecutor, trial attor¬ 


ney, arbitrator and mediator. 
She said it is important that she 
has worked on both sides of the 
law, prosecution and defense, 
because she will be able to see 
both sides of the case and form a 
more impartial opinion is elect¬ 
ed judge. 

She also sits on both the 
YWCA-Southwest and the 
Father Kem Association board 
of directors. 

If working as an attorney for 
Citizens Insurance Co. and hit¬ 
ting the campaign trail isn’t 
enough to keep the Plymouth 
resident busy, her family, includ¬ 
ing her four children: Lauren, 
Ethan, Brianna and Steven with 
husband, Steven, and three step¬ 
children; Sean, Timothy and 
Katie certainly does. 

Monaghan and her husband 
are proud of Sean who served 7 
years in the armed forces. He 
recently had to go back to finish 
up his eighth year. 

Monaghan said she has been 
trying to work with legislators to 
form a program that would bet¬ 
ter acclimate retiring soldiers 
back into society. 

Along the campaign trial, 
Monaghan has picked up 
endorsements from some local 
heavy hitters in the political 
arena such as Steve Mann, 
Plymouth Township supervisor; 


Mark Abbo, Northville Township 
supervisor; Alan Lambert, 
mayor of Romulus; A1 Haidous, 
mayor of Wayne; Sandra 
Cicirelli, mayor of Westland and 
Tom Yack, Canton Township 
supervisor among others, as well 
as several state representatives 
and senators. 

Monaghan said that her 14 
years of experience as an attor¬ 
ney has made her proficient in 
all areas of law and her compas¬ 
sion and dedication to her pro¬ 
fession will make her a sound 
pick for Wayne County Circuit 
Judge. 

“When people go to court they 
should expect to have a fair and 
impartial judge hear their case 
and be treated with respect,” she 
said. “People just want a fair 
shake. I’m going to try and make 
a difference one person at a 
time, one family at a time.” 

Berry, who recently oversaw 
the Westland party store mur¬ 
ders case, has worked just as 
haixl to reach the seat in circuit 
court She graduated form the 
University of Michigan in 1983 
with a bachelor’s of arts degree, 
finished law school at the 
Detroit College of Law in 1988 
and landed a great job as 
Assistant Attorney General to the 
State U.S. Prosecutor, Frank 
Kelley.

She and her husband, Jim, 
have two children, Ashley and 
James. She also said she plans 
to run as an incumbent when 
her term is up in two years. 

Berry said she is excited to 
have her sister campaigning 
again and feels good that she will 
get elected this time.” 

“Audrey will bring a lot of 
legal expertise along with a bal¬ 
ance of compassion and commit¬ 
ment,” she said. 

“It’s about respecting the peo¬ 
ple of Wayne County. They are 
willing to support her and I 
assume that she will not let them 
dowa” 

Monaghan will be up against 
seven other candidates at the 
primary elections on Tuesday, 
Aug 3. If she makes it through 
the primary and all goes well 
come fall, Michigan might just 
see history in the making
